“TTA MOBEL"SCHOOL HOUSE. -~
The Ventilatlon Plan Gives Each Papil
Thirty Cublo Feet of Alr Per Minute.
(Copyright, 18, by American Press Associn-

Most of those who attend school breathe
very little of God’s pure nir. What they
breathe they get third and fourth hand,
Pure alr is cheep, but it is difficult to got
to a schoolroom. It is ed up, con-

ed, breathed and breathed ngain as a
rare commodity —as something which
vomes high and must not be wasted. Chil-
dren in ‘school have a much harder time
L thoso of us who work in offices and
5f0res and mix with the general movement
of the world's affafrs. At the time when
they aro growing thoy have to manke the
strongest drafts upon nature.  When they
need the most freedom they are deprived
of that which i properly thelr own. Those
of us who work in offices would consider it
a great hardship if we had to sit in school-
rooms, a still ter one to breathe school-
room alr, and yot more obnoxious to have
to keep still, not to lean over on the desk,
not to speak to our companions. Under
the best conditions sch life is difflcult
enough, but in a rotten, polluted atmos-
phere it i= positively destroying.

Every
should have shirty cublc feat of relatively
pure alr per minute. - At the same time
that this alr is coming to the room means
should be provided for drawing to the

socholar in  evepy schoolroom

outslde that which s foul. By forcing
thirty oculbdc feet of alr per pupil into a
a room and deawing that much out a high
degreo of purity is sooured. In the state
of Massachusetts wo have a very highly
civillaed wuy of oaring for the pupils in
their sohoola. A few wise men went be-
fore the leglalatuve and told them what
they should do—swhat kind of a law to
piaes. Thoe membess of the legislature
were wise enough Lo do it. These fresh air
pbilanthroplets sald, “You should pass a
law which compels those who bave to do
with the construction and maintenance of
school houses to provido each pupil with
at least thirty cuble fect of ir per minuta
and with not more than nine parts of car-
bonie acld gas in 10,000." This law is en-
foroed through the agency of the district
police of the stato of Massachusetts, This
is clvilizntion. We will all come to it in
time. Some one must preach it, bowever,
or it will never be brought about.

The reformer who mercly objeots never
reforms. People want to know how It is
to be dane. Take this plan, for instance:
At the Back of the schoolroom is shown a
little projection, In one end of which iaa
coul ar fuel room; next to thot a brick in-
closed room with a schoolroom heater in
it, and pext to that hoater, on tho left, a
ventilating etack, Now tho heater nnd
vootilating stacks do not ventilate unless
thay are properly arsanged. Experience
has proved that whea rightly constructed

they will properly veotilate and provide
air in quality and quanblity as above men-

tioned, The schioolroom heater s set over
an outside alr connection so that it may be
taken into the littde heating room, warmed
to its proper temperature and sent to the
schoolroom. Thus we have pure ontside
air warmed to the proper temperature and
directad into the room. There 18 a valve
under the stove which regulates the tom-
perature’of the air supply. If it bo too
worm the valve may be changed and a
larger proportion of cold air supplied.
Thus the quaotity of fresh air is never
changed. There is o deflnite quantity of
either warm or cold alr sent into the room
at all times, but it it be too cold the valve
is changed so that a larger proportion of
the outside alr §a brought into contact with
the heater. This valve is ealld o mixing
valve., It is arranged to change tho tem-
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FLOOD PLAN,
perature by varving the amount of air
which comes in contact with the stove
while the total supply to the room remains
constant. Thus the quantity of supply is
constint, though the temperature may ho
varinhile,

Bo muoeh for the supply of the proper
gqunntity and quality of wir. Now ns to
the widhdrawal of the air from the room.
It should be borna in mind thnt this warn
air i3 supplied some seven or eight feet
from the floor. In the vent stack s the
smokepipe from the heater; or, if neces-
sary, o part of the bheater itseif or o dram
or othwr deviee which will heat the air in
the vent stack. The vent stack has an
opening nt the top nnd one at the hottom
in the sehoolroom. The stack being heat-
ed, it causes n strong backward draft and
draws the air out of the room s fast as it
comas intg 1t,

The question may be nsked, Will this
work {n this way? The tact is it does do
work., There is neither patent oor mo-
nopoly on the device. A limited snpply is
manufactured in this country, but in the
course of time it wilk be wade and manu-
factured every place if only the people
know of it and demand {t. The distribu-
tion of thia knowledge 1 the wark of the
DOWAMLES, Louis H. Ginsox.
